Noble said that the provi- 
sions contained In the multi- 
lateral non-proliferation treaty 
specifically forbid the transfer 
of nuclear weapons technol- 
ogy to nonweapon countries or 
the unilateral acquisition of 
the knowledge to construct 
atomic bombs. He cited some 
fundamental problems of the 
treaty, one being that not all 
members of the United Na- 
tions have ratified It. At the 
same time that It prohibits, the 
sale of weapons technology 
the treaty seeks to promote 
access of all signatory coun- 
tries to peaceful or civilian 
nuclear facilities and equip- 
ment.

Club presidents support 
Students’ Society dues increase

Club budgets have been cut 
to the bone and unless 
students agree to pay eight 
more dollars a year to the 
Students' Society they will 
receive less services next year, 
say club presidents. 

"It's just so we can keep 
pace. If we don't get more 
money It will ^cause major 
problems," said Film Society 
president Connie Adamson. 

Jon Festinger, a director of 
the Students' Society-funded 
Campus Legal Aid Clinic, 
concurred. 

"We've seen our clientele 
double in the past two years. 
The budget that we had this 
year would clearly ' not be 
enough," he said. "It migfit 
reduce the clinic's program to a 
mere shadow of its former 
self." 

According to Festinger, legal 
aid requires more secretarial 
'work and more ofyce supplies. 
It would also like to publish 
information pamphlets to in-

form students on the more 
common legal problems this 
fall. 

"But we need more money to 
do these things," he said. 

Daily editor Ann Brocklehurst 
is adamant that the clubs must 
hâve more money. 

"Unless we get more money 
from the students it will be the 
end of the Daily," she said. 
“The budget we had this year 
won't even allow us to print four 
times a week next year with 
printing and typesetting costs 
soaring the way they are. 



"This year the Daily has 
printed less issues than at any 
time in the past 12 years. If 
there's no fee increase there 
will be no Dally. It's that sim- 
ple." 

Debating Union president 
Jennifer Butt said her group, 
which brings In more speakers 
than any group on. campus, has 



received budget cuts for the 
past two years. 

"We need money for 

speakers," she said. "Right 
now we're functioning on a 
reduced budget in all areas." 

Students' Society president 
John MacBain told the Dally 
that if the fee Increase does not 
get passed In the March 12th 
referendum, club budgets 
might even be cut next year due 
to the fact the Society faces 
fixed costs when It comes to 
maintaining the Union building 
and paying salaries. 

"If there Is a fee increase It 
will enable the clubs to keep 
pace with inflation and permit 
some new projects," he said in 
an interview yesterday. 

Commented Society 
executive director Ron Lerman: 
"I hope we don't need a year of 
disintegration with a lack of 
programming and reduced 
services before students see 
w& need the money."

said the dissemination of 
reactors and the various facil- 
ities for the preparation ,of 
nuclear fuel and th^ treat- 
■ ment of waste posed a threat. 

"With the spread of sensi- 
tive technologies comes the 
danger that many countries' 
may be able to enrich uranium 
or to reprocess the plutonluni 
from the spent fuel bundles 
very rapidly," said Morrison. 

"Here's where the interna- 
tional safeguards appear 
weak In preventing these 
operations from taking place 
for Illegitimate purposes. 
They’re really an account- 
ancy system for nuclear 
materials that alms at detect- 
ing illicit diversion. In the case 
of an Indigenous capability to 
enrich and reprocess, Interna- 
tional restrictions might be’ too 
slow or Ineffective." 




Epstein made the link be- 
tween nuclear for civilian 
purposes and Its military 
applications. 

"The real danger is that 
once you have spread the 
knowledge of nuclear tech- 
nology you automatically give 
everybody the expertise and 
the fissile material to con- 
struct a bomb. I become 
Impatient with perhaps well- 
meaning people who are con- 
cerned about reactor melt- 
downs but who don't seem to 
give a damn about the prolifer- 
ation of weapons that can 
annihilate humankind," said 
Epstein. 

The problem of small na- 
tions acquiring weapons, he 
said, is that, unlike the two 
superpowers who would have 
sufficient quantities of mis- 
siles left over to retaliate and 
inflict considerable damage 
on a nuclear attacker, .they 
aren't subject to . the same 
deterrent effect that restrains 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union; "In a crisis 
situation between two small 
nuclear neighbours such as 
India and Pakistan or Argen- 
tina and Brazil, each would 
think: 'If he hits me first. I’m 
dead.’ The pressure to attack 



preemptively would become 
unbearable.” 

Epstein and Noble also 
discussed Canadian safe- 
guard requirements. Accord- 
ing to Noble, Canada possess- 
es one of the most stringent 
systems, the previous one 
having been revised In the 
aftermath of India’s detonating 
a nuclear device constructed 
using some materials sup- 
plied by Canada. "We will only 
deal with those countries who 
are either signatories of the 
nonproliferation treaty or who 
have otherwise agreed to 
subordinate all the nucleai 
operations occurring on their 
territory to International in- 
spection." 

Responding to a comment 
from the audience. Noble said 
that the only way to assure 
that safety precautions were 
being followed to our liking 
was to continue selling Cana- 
dian reactors overseas: "You 
gain nothing from withdrawing 
from the world. Given that 
more and more countries want 
access to the technology, we 
should be involved in making 
sure that transfers take place 
under the most stringent con- 
ditions. If we don’t sell some- 
one else will, so we might as 
well sell and be able to 
enforce tough conditions."

Eraserhead 

Makes 

Mistakes

The brutal nihilism of 
Eraserhead leads the 
audience along the fine line 
between fascination and 
repulsion. It is a dangerous 
line for a film to attempt to 
straddle. Eraserhead survives; 
It may even endure as a 
popular and valuable film. 

This nightmare of ugliness 
tempts Its audience to leave 
(or challenges it to stay) wlth.a 
fetus-squashing dancer, a 
blood-spurting bird, a gushing 
baby's stomach, a rolling head 
and a distressing cast of 
characters. A few yield to 
temptation, but those who 
accept the challenge find 
themselves staring at the 
screen, captivated by the 
horror. 

Some might question the ■ 
mental and social well-being 
of a society that would turn a 
film like Eraserhead Into a 
midnight repertory favorite. 
However, this film Is Indicative 
of the same social trends that 
spawned punk. Eraserhead Is 
a response to alienation from 
Inner city ugliness, the 
suppressed violent nature of 
our species and the contempt 
we feel towards the world 
around us. 

David Lynch wrote, directed 
and produced Eraserhead with 
the help of an American Film 
Institute grant. Using a little 
scl-fl, a lot of gore and an 
absurd story, he has created 
an effective film. The 
characters live In a bleak 
world and the darkness of the 
filming, accompanied by 
unsettling music, captures the 
gloomy atmosphere. 

Henry, played by John 
Nance, looks like a hybrid of 
John BelushI and Soupy 
Sales. He works at a factory 
arid lives In a sleazy 
apartment building. A social 
misfit, Henry Is a depressing 
character. Still, he is notas 
disturbing as Mary and her 
family. 

Mary Is played by Charlotte 
Stewart of Little House on the 
Prairie fame. Mary Is a deeply 
traumatized girl. She lives with 
her parents, both of whom are 
lunatics, and a lifeless 
grandmother who tosses 
salad and smokes cigarettes 
^wlth the help of Mary’s 



mother. Mary has prematurely 
given birth to a "baby," 
apparently conceived with the 
help of Henry. Their child Ts a 
disgusting distortion of a 
human baby. It has a 
canine-llke head, a lonq neck 
and a tear-shaped body 
wrapped in bandages. Both 
the head and neck have a slimy, 
reptilian quality about them. 
Mary says they are not even 
sure It Is a real baby. 

The scenes at Mary's home 
are both strange and hilarious. 
At the dinner table, Henry Is 
asked to carve the Rock 
Cornish game hens. When he 
beglns'to carve the first one, 
blood spurts from It, sending 
the mother Into orgasmic 
convulsions. Unfortunately, 
neither the parents norths 
grandmother are seen again 
after Mary and child move In 
with Henry. 

The paternal smile on 
Henry’s face when he comes 
home to mother and child Is 
priceless. But Mary returris to 
her parents' home when the 
baby's gurgling prevents her 
from sleeping. After she has 
gone, the baby gets sick and 
sores develop on Its head and 
neck. The Jady from across 
the hall seduces Henry as he 
tries to keep her from seeing 
the deformed child. 

At this point, the plot, if 
there everwas one, becomes 
incomprehensible. Lynch 
strings together a series of 
ridiculous, but dynamic, 
scenes which may leave the 
audience a little 
over-stimulated. Henry sees a 
dancer on a small stage 
behind his radiator. She 
shuffles slowly around the 
stage as fetuses fall around ' 
her. Then she stomps on the 
fetuses. Henry finds fetuses 
In his bed and begins to hurl 
them against the wall. Henry's 
head falls off when he is 
onstage with the dancer. From 
his neck pops the head of the 
baby. Meanwhile, Henry's head 
lands outside, where It is 
found by a small boy. The boy 
sells the head to a man who 
uses it to make erasers for 
pencils. When Henry cuts the 
child’s bandages, we are 
treated to the goriest scene of 
alt as an oatmeal-llke

Three Dimensi

Picture this : You are sitting 
In the relative security of 
Cinema Vs now colorless blue 
room. Yours Is but one In a 
mass of two hundred heads. 
Smell-O-Rama permeates the 
room In the form of decaying 
popcorn and rancid butter. 

You are transported Into the 
darkest recesses of the Black 
Lagoon. A harpoon suddenly

(or 3D) refers to the process by 
which your local movie-house, 
with the help of three separate 



projectors and a split screen, 
competes with the winking 
gypsy calendars put out by 
the corner Texaco and the 
mounted pastoral scenes sold 
at the annual church bazaar. 

It seems that everyone at 
one point or another has 
jumped on the commercial 
bandwagon. Years ago, a

safari into Metropolitan News 
would never have failed to 
reveal several publications 
with promises of 
incomparable "photo 
adventures" Into the realm of 
3D, combination skin rags and 
picture books which "jump out 
at you" with girls who seem to 
"come alive" while all along 
you believe that you can 
actually reach out and..." 
Mickey Mouse waving a 
ballooned glove with Magic 
Mountain In the background of 
my Gaf 3D viewer was never 
like this. 

Mickey’s was a life of 
innocence and purity not at all 
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3D film circles. What's more, 
the camera used to make It 
became the most closely 
guarded secret since the 
Colonel's secret recipe. 

In turn, as the biggest 
breakthrough since the 
Talkies and as the motion 
picture business's newest 
answer to television, 3D 
helped usher the studios into 
"third dementia." They 
Insanely scurried to produce 
an assembly line of what 
essentially became 
one-dimensional stories in 
two-dimensional settings with 
one dimensional actors. The 
flats, as ordinary films soon . 
became known as, went into 
semi-retirement. 

This week at the rep 

Jack Arnold's The 
Creature From the Black 
Lagoon is the 1954 classic 
story of Beast who falls for 
Beauty as she inexplicably 
water-ballets In an Amazonian 
lagoon. Man no. 1 and Man no. 



2 both have It for Beauty. To 
protect her, they don their 
aqualungs (Oh, no, not the 
aqualungsl — typical wrist on 
forehead drama) and 
submerge Into the depths of 
Beast's home. While the story 
may be elementary, the 
aquariurg effect of the 3D 
makes the movie popularand 
reminiscent of other cult 
experiences. It's strictly 
adventure through a fish bowl. 

Cinema Vs newest entry 
into the 3D ring is Arnold's 
modestly budgeted It Came 
From Outer Space (story by 
Ray Bradbury). It tells of a 
Martian space ship that crash- 
lands in the Arizona desert 
and. In an effort to repair 
itself, spews out embryo-like 
masses with centered eyes. 
These masses somehow 
manage to disguise 
themselves as humans and 
blurt out pseudo-philosophical 
lines right right out of 
, Doonesbury's Tanning 



Invitational: "What men don't 
understand, they destroy." As 
for 3D, it doesn't add much to 
the drama, but enlivens the 
understated Arizona 
landscape. 

This is Cinerama 
The three-dimensional fad ‘ 
coincided with, and spurred 
the Introduction of several 
othercompeting cinematic 
techniques. An earlier 
process. Cinerama, brought 
life to roller coasters all 
across the continent by 
displaying their motion and 
hellish humps on curved 
screens four and a half times 
the size of conventional. 
Helicopter flights over Niagara 
Falls and the cacophony of a 
fire engine racing through 
tunnels were captured (even In 
peripheral vision) with the help 
of three separate strips of film 
in a process which soon 
evolved into 
cinema-in-the-round.

Other people may have 
different Ideas about what 
constitutes a fun evening. For 
me, little can compete with 
the bliss of having the latest 
Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences press - 
release, sent to me by Art 
Sarno in the Los Angeles 
office. The Beverley Hills 
datelin makes the Montreal 
winter seem far off. And even 
better, this bulletin is none 
other than the complete, cross 
listed roster of the 
nominations for Oscars In the 
22 award categories. 

This is a truly handy 
reference work. Take, for 
example, page 16, 

“Companies With Two or More 
Feature Film Nominations." 
Twentieth Century-Fox was 
the big winner this year with a 
whopping 25. Columbia and 
United Artists tied for second 
with 18 apiece. Paramount, 
Orion, and Universal were far 
behind with 5, 4, and 4 
respectively. 

Or look, if you will, at page 
17, "Feature Films With Two or 
More Nominations." Kramer 
versus Kramer and All That 
Jazz garnered 9 each. Why, 
you ask, did 1940, The Rose, 
and Star Trek get more 
nominations than Woody 
Allen's fine Manhattan, while 
the preposterous Allen, 
among others, got Just as 
many? You fall to understand 
that the wonderful thing about 
Hollywood and the Academy 
Awards is that absolutely 
anything, no matter how 
seemingly irrational, can 
happen. 

The "Best Picture of the 
Year" category Is always 
enlightening. It Is not to be 
confused with the “Best 
Foreign Language Film," the 
Idea being that it is not quite 
fair to a film made In French or 
Italian to force it to compete 
with one in which the 
performers speak a proper 
language, such as English. 
Likewise, who could expect a 
film made in a place like 
Rome, Paris, or Independently 
Financed Montana (a little 
known city) to stand up to a 
Hollywood production? What 
of Fellini, Bergman, Herzog, 



and MIzoguchl (et al.)? Don't 
most of the best films come 
from somewhere other than 
Southern California? 
Technicalities, I answer. 
Anyway, everything depends 
on who you talk to. 

Then there are the little 
known categories, best 
adaptation score, best 
achievement in costume and 
best achievement in visual 
effects are regularly ignored. 

I suppose at this point I'm 
expected to give my 
predictions in the major 
categories. First, what I think 
will win; Kramer versus 
Kramer as best picture, Dustin 
Hoffman as best actor, Sally 
Fields as best actress, 

Mickey Rooney as best 
supporting actor and Meryl 
Streep as best supporting 
actress. In the director 
balloting, I have no idea. 

What I would like (given the 
nominations) is as follows : 
Kramer vresus Kramer, 
Hoffman, Field (no. I'm not 
comfortable with this one), 
Robert Duvall as supporting 
actor, and Streep. Peter Yates 
should win as best director, 
not because I think his work 
was better or more dynamic 
than that of Benton (Kramer) or 
Coppola (Apocalypse), but 
rather because I would like to 
see Breaking Away get some 
of the recognition It deserves. 
Apocalypse Now rates all the 
cinematography and editing 
awards for which It is eligible. 
Needless to say. If I had mads 
the nominations they would 
have been noticeably 
different, with people like 
Fassbinder, Olml, Herzog, and 
John Huston (whose Wise 
Blood Is exceptional) being 
apparent.

There is only so much joy one 
can get out of a press release, 
even If it is as good as this. 
Now we'll have to wait until 
that fatefull night of April 14 on 
ABC. Besides, there are a 
couple of problems. I still have 
no idea how the foreign 
language film nominees are 
picked. Also, they forgot to 
Include the table telling one 
how much the average 
academy award Is worth at the 
box office.

Chicken Delight 



by Susan Payne 

Find a cheap frozen chicken 
and thaw It. Rub salt and 
pepper into It, put It In a pan 
with loose foil over and under 
It, turn on the over to 200* , put 
the pan with the bird In the foil 
Into the oven, and go away for 
eight or ten hours. Go to 
sleep, go out to play — Just 
flee fora long time. 

Come back to the oven at 
dinnertime and put on some 
peas and rice or potatoes. Add 
a few chopped onions to the 
peas, nuts and or raisins to 
the rice, or sour cream and 



chives to the potatoes and 
then rescue the moist, juicy, 
chicken, which has been 
sitting In its own juices all 
wrapped up and not making a 
big mess splashing around In 
your oven. 

Pour the chicken juices 
from the foil into a pan, add a 
small, finely chopped onion 
and some wine (or water, if 
you must), and simmer on the 
stove for five minutes. Then 
add V* pint of cream and salt 
and pepper and pour some on 
the bird. The remainder should 
go In a gravy boat (or your 



mouth) and put on the table to 
be used as gravy. 

Try the same trick with a 
roast of pork, rubbed with 
plenty of basil and some salt 
and pepper, or frozen lamb, 
massaged with oregano and 
garlic, ora rib roast rolled in 



garlic, salt and pepper. In fact 
you can get any old, 
affordable piece of meat and 
treat it to some spices you 
like. Then, bestofall, leave it 
alone to just sit for hours. And 
enjoy yourself in the 
meantime.

Applause for Drama

In recent years, science 
fiction epics have been the 
rage of the entertainment 
world, and the McGill Drama 
Program is keeping in step. 
Their main production of the 
year. City of Illusion, is 
adapted from the novel by 
Ursula K. LeGuIn for dramatic 
presentation by Professor 
Michael Bristol of the English 
Department. 

. The play Is set in a familiar 
milieu; the United States, 
barely recognizable twelve 
hundred years after the "Great 
War". The few humans 
remaining are ruled in 
primitive isolation by the 
Shing, who have stolen all 
knowledge and have given 
only lies in return. Falk, a 
creature In a state of total 
memory loss. Is a creature 
discovered in the wilderness 
by humans. Not knowing 
whether he is man, Shing, or ' 
alien, they take him In and 
start him on the process of re- 
learning all that he has lost. 



lighter moment Is provided by 
the Mzurra Warriors bumbling 
through their sacrificial rites. 

The set is worth a long look, 
A simple set of risers serves 
to make the transition from 
forest to prairie to the Throne 
Room of Kansas. The light 
glinting off the hangings of 
(believe It or not!) hand- 
crocheted videotape gives an 
illusion of Infinite space so 
necessary to the mood of a 
work of science fiction. The 
costumes also perpetuate the 
mood, especially the Shing ' 
headdresses. They are a cross 
between Darth Vader and the 
Coneheads, and the effect Is 
well worth the effort. A round 
of applause for the technical 
and costume crews Is in order. 

City of itiusions is a 
production that took a lot of 
work to pull together, and the 
work has paid off. A good 
night of dramatic en- 
tertainment awaits you at 
Moyse Hall, March 4- 8 at 8:00' 
p.pi.

His portrayal of a 
hermit in the wilderness, half 
sage and half lunatic, is both 
amusing and convincing.

The third annuai Red and 
White Revue was not a flashy 
or glittering evening. The 
talented acts worked with a 
minimum of special effects 
and equipment.* The show 
was pulled off with the sheer 
excellence of the talent. 

A juggling act by P. 
Wainberg was almost beyond 
words. Even if disco is fading, 
when combined with the slick 
coordination of Wainberg, 
‘‘Push, Push in the Bush" took 
on new dimensions. This guy 
could juggle In his sleep, not 
to mention in any position that 
that human body can assume. 
The audience, as it did with 
Miss FIske, had nothing but 
■sheer admiration and respect 
In its applause once Wainberg 
really let loose. 

When the "Black Mark" 
appeared on stage to render a 
few rocky love ballads, there 
was an air of bewilderment. 
Was it a sailor, a transvestite, 
ora clone of Elvis Presley and 
ElvIsGostelloall in one 
strange package? Actually, if 
Lou Reed had been present, 
he might have yelled "Thief I" 
The humor flowed through the 
music which this half-man-halT 
woman produced with a guitar 
and a voice to complement 
both sexes; "if there is 
anything you want. If there is 
anything I can do, just call on 
me. I will send It along with 
love from me to you." That Is, 

If you wanted "anything" from 



this eclectic spirit with a 
twelve-inch phallus strapped 
down his left pant legl This 
was the most Ingenious act 
aside from the disco juggler. 

Otheracts featured dancing 
from Hawaii and Arabia and 
mus.ic from the 

nineteen-forties and some big 
band tap dancing. The 
musicians who appeared In 
many of the acts played many 
original compositions which 
gave the audience a break 
from the commercial top-forty 
entertainment circuit. 

Alex Reznikoff and Shirley 
Hofman provided keyboard 
delights which sparkled with 
originaljty. Reznikoff‘s 
"Everyday Sickness" and 
Miss Hofman’s keyboard 
wizardry made fora superb 
duet. 

The lack of tempo was the 
only sore point of the evening. 
Unfortunately, the Master of 
Ceremonies was neither funny 
nor talented. Kevin Curran, 
while falling in his role as 
M.C., showed his talents In 
his role as associate 
producer. His competence 
was displayed by thq smooth 
production of the fifteen acts. 
Ironically, however, his lack of 
stage presence produced a 
choppy evening. 

Nevertheless, there were 
moments when the point of 
total involvement was 
reached such as the singing of 
"Hall, Alma Mater." Led by an 
unidentified pianist, a virtuoso 



in his own right, the choir and 
the audience received a quick 
singing lesson. Those who 
were tone-deaf studied their 
shoes while the rest tried to 
follow the choir. 

The show Is a fine example 
of what true dedication and 
interest can produce. There is 
plenty of talent in a school of 
elghteen'thousand, yet it 
takes someone like Professor 
Pugsiey to pull It out of the 
woodwork. This symbol of 
school spirit has survived for 
three years since it was 
revitalized in 1978, when 450 
people jammed Red^ath Hall. 
Now that it Is two nights each 
year, the crowd Is not three 
deep in the aisles and the hall 
maintains its cavernous cold 
atmosphere. 

Kevin Curran hinted that 
unless some new blood gets 
Involved in the organization, 
the show‘s future may be in 
jeopardy. However, judging by 
Professor Pugsièy's past 
record it is doubtful that the 
show will pass Into oblivion 
again. There are now several 
variety shows held on the 
campus each yearand there Is 
no shortage of acts. The talent 
is pure and exciting ; no 
gimmicks, just genuine ability 
and courage. Fora dollar and 
fifty cents, you will be hard 
pressed to find comparable 
entertainment.
